Discoveries 


There are two kinds‘of rebels in 
the world, those who rebel be- 
cause they can't help themselves, 
who have never outgrown the 
childish characteristic which finds 
a perverted pleasure in doing what 
it Is told not to do—the “cock- 
eyed Bolshies.” Then there la the 
type which rebels against autho- 
rity and tradition when authority 
or tradition denies the proven 
truth and value of its own re- 
Niglous experience. I truly —be- 
Neve that man needs authority 
and tradition, but I-am convinced 
that it is best for him to discover 
his authority and tradition for 
himeclf. ; 

Of course {t is much easier, and 
for o certain type more comfort- 
able, to borrow their authority at 
aecond hand, but the easicat way 
ia not alwayr the best, and must 
not be confused with the simplest 
way. Only a fool will depend 
upon others to give meaning to his 
Iffe and direction to his thought. 
The avise will seck and suffer un- 
til they find the authority which 
they ean accept with all their 
heart and mind and atrength, the 
authority which for them is in- 
evitable. They may find, of course, 
that that authority fs some ortho- 
dox and traditional formula, a 
political system, or one of the 
great religious communions.  In- 
deed a political system, and a re- 
ligious communion is of value 
when it appears as Inevitable to 
the individual, only then can it 
truly enrich his experience and 
contribute to his happiness. “Only, 
indeed, by attachment open or vir- 
tual through Mfe or through lit- 
erature to some group can the new 
soul link itaclf with history and 
so participate In the hoarded apir- 
itual values of humanity.” Evelyn 
Underhill’s words are .true, and 
every sincerely secking individual 
who finds his authority knows 
their truth, because he haa experi- 
enced them, 


From Rebellion 


To Acceptance 


At the best however, the autho- 
rity of an institution is a mucb 
poorer thing, and less vital, than 
the authority of a person. The 
historic authority of the Christian 
Church has always been -less pow- 
erful than ‘the spiritual authority 
of Jesus himself. They have 
never been identical. Those whose 
loyalty is supremely to Christ can 
own no other authority than His 
spirit. Hence there arises con- 
flict within the body of people who 
call themselves Christians, it is 
the conflict between personal and 
Smpersonal authority; impersonal 
authorities demand a certain de- 
gree of credulity from their fol- 
lowers, personal authorities never 
do. Impersonal authorities com- 
mand, personal authorities never 
do. If you listen, they. will speak 
to you; if you try to understand 
their meaning, which they all con- 
fess they cannot fully - declare, 
you will know it.’ They ask no 
that which you 
cannot help giving, for they also 
have passed from rebellion to ac- 
eeptance. 

Truth spoken jn the past which 
compels belief; action performed 
in the past which elicits admira- 


tion and worship; minds which 


impress our minds with the us- 
surance that they possess deeper 
and truer- knowledge than any to 
which we can as yet lay claim, 
these are the purest loyalties an 
individual can avow.

Four charred _bodics—of 
three elderly Chinese women 
and a nine-year-old Iad—burned 
beyond recognition, now lying 
in the Kowloon . Public Mortu- 
ary, ure mute evidence of the 
tragic fire which occurred at 
No. 23, Sa Po Road, Kowloon 
City, at 3.50 a.m. yesterday. 

The victims were Chan Ah-lo, 
146, widow, Yip Ho, married wo- 
man, Yip Sau-ying, 62, married 
woman, and Mak Ngan, .a boy. 
whose burned bodies were discpy- 
ered huddled together in the cock- 
loft of the ground floor after the 
fire was extinguished. 

SUFFOCATED IN SLEEP? 

It is believed that the victims 
were auffocated in their sleep for 
there were no signs suggestive of 
their having attempted to escapo 
from the premiscs.. aa 

The fire started on the ground 
floor, which was occupied as a 
Chinese grocery store, and fanned 
by the wind, which was given 
passage through tho main door left 
open when fokis of the shop made 
their escape, it immediately en- 
veloped the staircase leading to 
the upper floors of both Nos. 21 
and 23, and swiftly involved beth 
buildings. 


OLD MAN'S COOLNESS 


‘The inmates of the upper floors, 
numbering over 40 panicked and, 
wore the verge of jumping when 
they found their only way of’ es- 
cape to the street was cut off, but 
were quictened by an elderly man 
who kept his head and suggested 
they get to the roof and escape by 
descending the atnircase of the 
adjoining building. ‘Thus over 40 
lives were saved. 

Fire appliances from stations 
on the mainland, after the alarm 
was received, had the disturbance 
under control within half an hour. 

Nothing was mentioned to police 
officials or to fire brigade officers 
about missing persons in the burn- 
ing building, and the tragedy was 
only discovered, In tho course of 
a search after tho fire was ex- 
tinguished.
